Your RadioShack Karaoke Music Ma- 
chine lets you be the star as you sing 
along with your favorite recordings. 
You can use regular cassette tapes as 
well as special karaoke cassette tapes. 
Your karaoke machine is portable so 
you can take it wherever you go. 

Supplied Karaoke Demo Tape — lets 
you sing along with the music and ad- 
just the volume of the prerecorded 
singer's voice as well as the music. 

Fader Control — lets you adjust the 
balance between your voice and the 
music when using special karaoke cas- 
sette tapes. 

Sing-Along Function — lets you mix 
your own voice with a song from a reg- 
ular cassette tape. 

Attached Microphone — lets you hear 
yourself sing along with the music 
through the built-in speaker. 

IM5TALUMG BATTERIES 

Your karaoke machine requires 4 C 
batteries (not supplied) for power. 

For the best performance and longest 
life, we recommend RadioShack alka- 
line batteries. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, 
different types of batteries 
(standard, alkaline, or recharge- 


able), or rechargeable batteries 
of different capacities. 

• Dispose of old batteries promptly 
and properly. Do not burn or bury 
them. 

• Always remove old or weak bat- 
teries. Batteries can leak chemi- 
cals that can destroy electronic 
parts. 

1. Slide the battery compartment 
cover in the direction of the 
arrow, then remove the cover. 

2 . Insert the batteries as indicated 
by the polarity symbols (+ and -) 
marked in the battery compart- 
ment. 

3. Replace the cover and snap it into 
place. 

PLAYIMG A CA55ETTE 
TAPE 

1. Turn VOLUME clockwise until it 
clicks. 

2 . Press STOP/EJECT to open the 
cassette compartment. 

3. Insert a cassette tape into the 
guides on the door, with its open 
edge facing up and the side you 
want to play facing you. Close the 
cassette compartment door. 

4. Slide TAPE/BOTH/MIC to TAPE for 
cassette tape, or BOTH for cas- 
sette tape and microphone sound. 
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5. Press PLAY. 

6. Adjust VOLUME to the desired level. 

7. To fast forward or rewind a tape to a 
desired song, press STOP/EJECT to stop 
the tape, then press FAST-F or REW. 

8. Press STOP/EJECT once to stop the 
tape. Press again to open the cassette 
compartment. 

9. Remove the tape. 

Singing Along 

Using the microphone, you can mix sounds 
from a cassette tape with your own voice. 

1. Turn VOLUME clockwise until it clicks. 

2. Press STOP/EJECT to open the cassette 
compartment. 

3. Load a cassette tape with its open edge 
facing up and the side you want to play 
facing you. Close the cassette compart- 
ment door. 

4. Press PLAY to play the tape. Adjust 
VOLUME to the desired sound level. 

5. Slide TAPE/BOTH/MIC to BOTH for cas- 
sette tape and microphone sound. 

6. Sing into the microphone and adjust 
the microphone's volume control to the 
desired sound level. 

7. While playing a karaoke cassette tape, 
turn FADER toward VOICE to dzcrzasz 
the volume of the music, or toward 
MUSIC to dzcrexisz the volume of the 
prerecorded singer's voice. 


Notes: 

• With a regular (non-karaoke) tape, you 
cannot adjust the volume of the pre- 
recorded singer's voice and the music. 

• If you hear a squealing (feedback) 
sound, reduce the microphone's volume 
or increase the distance between the 
microphone and the speaker. 

Recording 

1. Turn VOLUME clockwise until it clicks. 

2. Load a cassette tape. 

3. Slide TAPE/BOTH/MIC to MIC for micro- 
phone sound only. 

4. When you are ready to sing into the 
microphone, press REC to start record- 
ing (PLAY automatically locks down). 

Note: Adjust the volume control on the 
microphone to the middle or maximum 
level when recording. 

5. Press STOP/EJECT once to stop the 
tape. Press again to open the cassette 
compartment. 

6. Remove the tape. 

Tape Speed 

Whenever you play, sing along with, or 
record your voice on a cassette tape, you 
can adjust the tape speed to change the 
pitch. Rotate TAPE SPEED toward HIGH to 
increase the pitch, or toward LOW to de- 
crease the pitch. 
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U5IMG EARPH0ME5 

For private listening, plug a monaural ear- 
phone (not supplied) with a Vs-inch (3.5 
mm) plug into the EARPHONE jack. This au- 
tomatically disconnects the internal speak- 
er. Your local RadioShack store carries a 
wide selection of earphones. 

Listening Safely 

To protect your hearing, follow these 
guidelines when you use headphones. 

• Set the volume to the lowest setting 
before you begin listening. After you 
begin listening, adjust the volume to a 
comfortable level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high volume 
levels. Extended high-volume listening 
can lead to permanent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not 
increase it. Over time, your ears adapt 
to the volume level, so a volume level 
that does not cause discomfort might 
still damage your hearing. 

CARE 

Keep the Karaoke Music Machine dry; if it 
gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and 
store the machine only in normal tempera- 
ture environments. Handle the machine 
carefully; do not drop it. Keep the machine 
away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking 
new. 

Modifying or tampering with the machine's 
internal components can cause a malfunc- 
tion and might invalidate its warranty and 
void your FCC authorization to operate it. 
If your machine is not performing as it 
should, take it to your local RadioShack 
store for assistance.
